The Bureau of Internal Revenue,- 
in the third 
of a series of 
official 
statements for the guidance of tax- 
payers in preparing their Federal in- 
come tax returns, gives the ' follow- 
ing- "general '.information' with ' regard 
.to the administration 'of the~reyenue 
laiv: 


"Income tax returns, sworn to be'- 


fore a notary public or other person 
authorized to 
administer 
an oath, 


must be filed vith the Collector of 
Internal 
Revenue 
the 
district 
in 


which the taxpayer lives or has his 
principal place of business on or be- 
fore. March 15. 1930. 
"Forms 1040 for fiiing returns'of 
individual incomes of $5.000 or less 
and Forms 1040 for filing returns of 
incomes in excess of $5,000 have been 
sent 
by collectors to persons who 


filed similar 
returns - for the year 
1021. Failure to receive a form, how- 
ever, doe's not relieve the taxpayer 
of his obligation to file a return and- 
pay the tax on time. Forms may be 
obtained from the offices of Collect- 
ors of Internal Revenue and deputy 
collectors. 
"Revenue officers will be ?ent in- 
to every county in the United States 
to aid taxpayers in making out -their 
returns. The advisory service here- 
tofore offered city residents will be 
continued. 
This " service, including 


>the administration 
of the 
oath, is 


without cost to the taxpayers. 


"Taxpayers, before eeeking- such as- 
sistance, however, are advised to read 
carefully "the instructions, 
on 
the 
forms. Many questions, ivhich on th« 
face may appear perplexing, can be 
solved by study 
of the instructions. 


Especially, in justice 
to themselves, 
taxpayers are advised to note the in- 
structions with regard to credits for 
personal exemptions and dependents 
and deductions.-

this senatorial 'district will determine 
tho conflict between the two political 
Units as 'to the method of nominating 
a candidate. 


The Democratic County committee 


haa already gor>» or: record as favor- 
ing a conventis»» fTnd lias sought to 
fix the basis of/ apportionment of re- 
presentation in such c.ohventiin. On 
the contrary, the 
City ' Democraitc 


Committee has dissented 
from, 
the 
county views and a'ctioii and. is on 
record as favoring a primary, or bet- 
ter still, a free-tor-all at the special 
election on February 20th with Messrs. 
John W.. 'Carter and N. E. Clement as 
the contestants. 
There is no certainty'that a quorum 


of the State Central committee will 
appear in response to the call, the oc- 
casion .of the prospective meeting be- 
ing largely of a" local character. The 
development of the syirited near-con- 
troversy over the road-bond situation 
into which State Chairman Byrd has 
been drawn by criticisms of and refer- 
ences to him, and the concern of many 
members of the committee as to the 
road situation and the program of 
the extra session called for February 
28th will probably conspire to pro- 
mote attendance on the State Central 
Committee meeting, it is believed. 
Many of the committeemen are mem- 
bers of the General Assembly, of the 
Virginia Good Roads association or 
of both, and these will all be present. 
In fact, the nrecipitation of the road 
bond controversy by ex-Commissioner 
C^olernan could hardly have been bet- 
ter tinied had it been intended as -a 
means of stimulating interests in the 
State committee meeting. The, Sec- 
ond, 
Third. .Fourth. Fifth, and icinth 
districts are likely to be well repre- 
sented. and the" First. Sixth, Seventh. 
Eighth- and Tenth will' almost certain- 
ly have One or more representatives 
present. 


There is some question whether un- 


der the primary law. the State Cen- 
tral committee could now order one, 
with less than 28 days intervening- be- 
tween the date of the committee meet- 
ing and thai of the special election. 
Besides.- the cost of .a primary would 
be heavy, not to say prohibitive, if one 
were ordered and the two- aspirants 
saddled with these costs. 
On the 
other hand, the matter of ordering a 
convention is one of doubtful wisdom 
and expediency, and if determined up- 
o>. the* basis of apportionment of rep- 
resentation 
would 
be vital. 
The 


committee may not be willing to -butt 
into a, purely local contest and take 
action which would be unsatisfactory 
to either faction. 


The indications a-re that no nomina- 


tions will be made, but that the com- 
mittee. will authorize both Democratic 
aspirants to make the. race in' the 
special election, thus limiting '".partici- 
pation. to these two.

health kept him from filling his ap- 
pointment as U. S. District .Tudere in 
1S80, but on his recovery he became 
assistant secretary of state tinder .Mc- 
Kinley, in 1897. ^McKinley

wt-re warm friends. 


A year later he became secretary 


of state, and at the end of the Spanish- 
American war became chairman of the 
peace commission which drew up the 
treaty of Paris closing the war. 


After that. Day was appointed U. S. 


circuit judge for the sixth district 
and held that office until 1903, when 
Roosevelt made him associate justice 
of the U. S. Supreme Court. , l-fis 20 
years of service in Washington entitled 
him to full pay as associate justice for 
the rest of his l}fe. 
Just before retirement was official- 


ly announced, Day was appointed as

Claims Commission, which duties he 
had to relinquish because of his ill 
health.
